of all Perſons who not only deny, but who are 
unwilling to give you a true and juſt account 
of their Eſtates and Lodgers, that the Com- 
miſlioners may be rendred thereby the more 
capable of doing the King and Kingdom ſer- 
vice by Levying on them 20/. a Man. And in 
the laſt place, Return to the Commillioners the 
Names of all Perſons who are of the Age of 
ſixteen years, that ſo the Commiſſioners may 
ſummons them before them to take the ſaid 
Oaths. | | 

Now, Gentlemen, That I may do what in 
me lies to prevail with you to do your utmoſt, 
for the Rating all Perſons to the full, according 
to the true intent and deſign of this Act; I 
ſhall offer the following things to your moſt 
{erious Conſideration. 

In the firſt place, you are under the Obli- 
gation of an Oath ; for altho the Oath here- 
tofore Adminiſtred to the Aſſeſſors be not Ad- 
miniſtred to Jong you are Sworn to be true to 
the King; and therefore they that make a falſe 
Certificate or Rate, are falſe to this Oath. 
 Inthe ſecond place, ygu are ſubject and li- 
able to a Penalty, which the Commillioners 
have power to inflict, and that. is 304. a Many 
in caſe it ſhall appear to them that you have 
not honeſtly done your Duty. And I muſt tell 
you, Gentlemen, that whatever you may think 
of ſome Perſons named in this Commiſſion 
there are a number of Gentlemen that are there- 
in named, who are reſolved to fee Perſons 
Rated to the full, if it be poſſible, and will in- 
fit the Penalty upon all who ſhall be found 
guilty of any wilful neglect ; and all they will 
be found ſo, who cither omit to Rate, or un- 
der Rate, > 

In the laſt place, 1 deſire you, Gentlemen, to 
conſider that td- put the At in Execution, in 
the manner 1 have direted you, is your own 
Intereſt; for 1 muſt tell you, he that is nota 
Friend to the Publick, is none to himſelf. Ix 
is alſo, Gentlemen, for the Service of his Ma- 
jeſty; and whar Obligations he hath laid upon 
his Subjects to be truly Faithſul and Obedient 
to him, are ſo well known that I need not 
mention them. It is moreover, Gentlemen, 
for the good and welfare both of King and 
People, as he is their Head, and they Members 
of that Body whereof he is the Head. Now, 
there is nothing more nataral than for the 
Membcrs to defend their Head ; and I would 
perſuade my ſelf that you will not ſhew your 
{elves ſo unnatural to your Soveraign Head, as 
ro diminiſh any part of the Defence of his 
Royal Perſon and Government, whith the 
Taxcs are a great part of: and they arg ſo, 
Gentlemen, in a more ſpecial manner at- this
